OUR GOALS AS A NEWSPAPER 


It was a year ago this month that N.E.C.C.O. published its 
first printed edition. 


In this first year we have tried to develop a newspaper truly 
representative of the student body. 


We have endeavored to create a newspaper that would give 
praise where praise was due, but not hesitate to criticize. 


But perhaps the most important undertaking we have at- 
tempted is to make our paper truly independent and free. For a 
newspaper that is censored is not a student publication, but rather 
merely a publicity sheet for the college. 


Such is not the case at Northern Essex, nor do we hope or 
conceive that it ever will be. 


In this first year of publication we have had COMPLETE 
freedom. This is as it should be! For as long as a newspaper 1s 
written and composed in an adult fashion, there is no need for 
interference. 


Discussion and criticism is a student's right and privilege and 
should always be respected. A college newspaper should be a sound- 
ing board for students’ ideas and beliefs, regardless of how right. 
left, or in-between they may be. 


Although we have had freedom of expression in this first 
year, we must confess that there were and are pressures to avoid 
discussion of political matters. 


We have, for the most part, taken little notice of these pres- 
sures because we believe discussion of political matters essential for 
sound educational development. 


However, there are some who believe that students should not 
discuss or comment on local, state or even national affairs in a col- 


lege publication. We find this alarming, yet it is a common oc- 


currence. 
Is this now a mores of society? Are we now afraid to 
discuss and criticize because of repercussions? 


A high official in Massachusetts education is alleged to have 
said that lack of academic and other freedoms on the college level 
is the result of the archaic educational structuring in Massachusetts. 


Whether this is a valid argument or not, we are not prepared 
to judge, yet we are concerned when we see students’ thoughts 
and ideas thwarted by unnecessary censoring.
